Town May Be A: 


To Look At Condos 
Once Again

Another town meeting may have another 
chance to approve a townhouse-apartment 
development in Andover, even though re- 
cent town meetings have turned thumbs- 
down on condominium and apartment pro- 
posals. 

Lawrence Palmasano of Cedar Homes, a 
Lawrence construction and development 
company, this week sounded out the Plan- 
ning Board on plans for a 126-unit multiple- 
family development off Beacon Street, on 
the Lawrence border. 

The company owns a 26-acre parcel 
bounded by Beacon Street, Route 495, the 
Temple Emanuel cemetery in Lawrence, 
and a single-family development in Law- 
rence. Palmasano described the site as 
“barren and desolate’; it was used as a 
gravel pit for several years before Cedar 
Homes bought it in 1968. 

Because the parcel is currently zoned for 
30,000-square foot single-family lots, town 
meeting would have to rezone it for mul- 
tiple-family housing before the company 
could build its proposed townhouse-apart- 
ment complex. 

Planning Board Chairman David Graval- 
lese pointed out that town meeting may 
look more favorably on this proposal than 
past ones, because Cedar Homes does not 
want to create a new condominium zone, 
nut will ask for apartment zoning — an 
existing zoning classification. 

According to Palmasano, the developer

Planning Board Chairman David 
Gravallese may have chaired his last 
meeting Tuesday night. Gravallese said 
he will resign from the board within the 
next two months. 

He had planned to stay on through 
July, but will be out of town on business 
during June, Gravallese explained. He 
said he would remain on the board until 
the town manager appoints his replace- 
ment. 

Gravallese, a Boston attorney and 
longtime Andover resident, was appoint- 
ed to the planning beard in July, 1980, 
and elected chairman last June after 
Francis McBride resigned from the 
beard. 

“IT have mixed feelings about stepping 
down,”’ he told his colleagues Tuesday. 
“I have enjoyed being on the beard, and 
I’ve told the manager I will be available 
for other assignments.’’ 

He indicated that the post has become 
too time-consuming for him, especially 
since he assumed the chairman's posi- 


me Gravallese is also about to be mar- 
ried. 


The manager plans to appoint as his 
successor Russ Moran, Andover’s rep- 
resentative on the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission and chairman of 
that bedy, Gravallese said. 


would like to build 15 buildings on the site, 
including six 12-unit apartment buildings 
and nine six-unit condominiums, to be 
called ‘‘Country Club Estates’. 

All the condominium units would have 
two bedrooms, and would be 1,050-square 
feet, while 60 percent of the apartments 
would be 870-square feet with two bed- 
rooms, and the rest, 750-square feet with 
one bedroom. 

The complex would be aimed at young, 
moderate-income families, he said, with 
the apartments renting for $350 to $400 per 
month (including heat), and the townhouses 
selling for $55,000 to $60,000. 

The site would include permanent open 
space for recreation at the ceriter, with a 
swimming pool, tennis courts, ballfield and 
clubhouse, Palmasano indicated. The build- 
ings would cover seven percent of the site, 
and there would be parking spaces for 252 
cars. 

Palmasano said the development could 
use Andover water, with a tie-in to the 
Beacon Street water main, and Lawrence 
sewer service, with a tie-in to a pumping 
station across the town line. Lawrence offi- 
cials were ‘‘very positive’ when the com- 
pany approached them with that idea about 
a year ago, he said. 

If the town schedules a special town 
meeting next fall, Cedar Homes wil! proba- 
bly present its plans to voters then, Palma- 
sano told the planners. If there is no special 
meeting, the company will wait until next 
spring for annual town meeting. 

While Gravallese agreed that there is a 
need for multi-family housing in town, and 
noted ‘‘no objections’ to the preliminary 
design, he cautioned Palmasano that ‘‘town 
meeting has not smiled on this kind of 
proposal in the past.” 

The plan reminded him of a proposal to 
add about 200 apartments to the Colonial 
Drive complex near the North Reading line 
by rezoning surrounding single-family prop- 
erty, the chairman said. Town meeting 
‘soundly defeated’’ that plan last year 

Town meeting also defeated the planning 
board’s proposal for a new multiple-family 
housing (condominium) zone last year. 

Besides potential town sentiment against 
new multi-family units, the planners 
brought up two more possible objections to 
‘Country Club Estates’ 

Margaret Bradshaw and John Tomlinson 
said the plan to use Lawrence sewer serv 
ices could present future problems, and 
might worry town meeting. ‘You had bet- 
ter have a very clear contractual 
agreement with the city of Lawrence,” 
Bradshaw told Palmasano 

And Jerry Greer said the classic cry of 
‘spot zoning’’ — singling out a specific 
parcel for a different use than the surround- 
ing property — is bound to be raised. “You

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Attended LWV Convention 


The League of Women Voters of Andover sent 
two delegates to the National Convention in Hous- 
ton May 15-19: Linda Carpenter, outgoing presi- 
dent, and Chris Holms, International Relations 
chairperson. Other Andover residents participating 
as a result of their positions on the State Board of 
the LWV were Susan Shaer, Dana Duxbury and 
Virginia Cascino. 

Although the National League had not recom- 
mended any new studies for the next biennium one 
dealing with national security was adopted. It will 
‘‘Evaluate U.S. national security policies and their 
impact on our domestic programs and our 
relationships with other nations.’’ Such spects as 
security, the nation’s economy, social and environ- 
mental needs, as well as our relationship with other 
countries will be studied. 

A previously voted, but not funded, study on 
health care structures was dropped. 

As a result of studies by Massachusetts in 1972 
and New Jersey in 1982, local leagues were asked to 
concur with the folowing statement: ‘“‘The League 
of Women Voters of the United States believes that 
public policy in a pluralistic society must affirm 
the consitututional right of privacy of the individual 
to make reproductive choices.’’ This will be a 
public policy on reproductive matters. 

Also carried was a change of wording on an 
international relations position. The position now 
reads ‘‘Promote peace in an interdependent world, 
through cooperation with other nations, the 
strengthening of international organizations and 
continuing efforts to reduce the risks of war includ- 
ing negotiation, disarmament, arms control and a 
bilaterally verifiable freeze on nuclear weapons.” 

A much debated National League recommenda- 
tion that they be allowed to directly recruit mem- 
bership for the league was passed on 
reconsideration because of the leadership of the 
Massachusetts League, specially by the president, 
Margaret Bliss. 

Messages were sent to governors of states where 
the ERA amendment will be voted before time 
expires on June 30. Those states are North and 
South Carolina, Oklahoma, Illinois and Florida.

The Lahey Clinic-Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
Health maintenance Plan is being offered to em-

More than 130 physicians in various specialties 
are available to HMO members, as well as the 
resources of the Lahey Clinic Medical Center in 
Burlington. The 200-bed hospital at the Medical 
Center is used for inpatient services along with 
certain other area hospitals, including Melrose-Wa- 
kefield, Mount Auburn, Brigham and Women’s, 
New England Deaconess, the Arbour Hospital, New 
England Rehabilitation and Children’s Hospital. 

The Plan was licensed by the Commonwealth on 
Aug. 15, 1980, and has been offered to employees by 
more than 300 employers in the greater Boston- 
Burlington area. current enrollment stands at 
approximately 8,000 members. Andover is the 15th 
municipality to offer the Lahey Clinic-Blue Cross 
and- Blue Shield Health Maintenance Plan as an 
option to employees.

Anyone who has spent time in a hospital bed 
knows that nurses are special people. Highly-skilled 
professionals who juggle a wide range of responsi- 
bilities, nurses must also give to their patients from 
the heart. 

This week, the nurses of Bon Secours Hospital are 
celebrating their career choice with Nursing Re- 
commitment Week. Unique to Bon Secours, the 
celebration is held every three years to help the 
staff look back on their careers, and look forward to 
continued growth as nurses. 

The highlight of the four-day event was yester- 
day’s recommitment ceremony. Wearing dress uni- 
forms, the nursing staff marched in a candlelight 
procession to the hospital chapel, where an ecu- 
menical service was held. A formal dinner capped 
off the day. 

The following three nurses, each an Andover 
resident, are representative of the Bon Secours 
nursing staff: 


Brenda Eldred, L.P.N. 


Brenda Eldred of Burnham Road dreamed of be- 
coming a nurse since she was “‘‘about eight years 
old. Maybe it was the white uniform,” she jokes. 

The desire to help people attracted her to nursing 
15 years ago, and helping people is still the best part 
of her job, Brenda says. 

An L.P.N. trained at the Lawrence Vocational 
School’s Leonard School, she worked as a nurses’ 
aide at Bon Secours for two years before becoming 
a nurse, and she has spent all but a few months of 
her nursing career there. ‘‘We’re like a family 
here,’’ she explains. 

Brenda works the 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. shift on Russell 
Hall, a medical/surgical wing, where she cares for 
six to eight patients at a time, many of them cancer 
patients. She is ‘‘totally responsible’ for every 
aspect of their care, including diet and medication, 
and carrying out doctors’ orders. 

“There is a great deal of interaction with the 
patient — they have to trust you,’’ she points out. 
‘“‘We get involved with the families, too.’

teaching patients how to live with their disease, 
whether it is cancer or diabetes or heart disease.

“five places at once. Some nights are just so busy. 
There are times when you want to sit down and talk 
with a cancer patient in the middle of the night, to 
be a listener — but you just don’t have the time. 
That’s what bothers me the most.” 

She is pleased that the public is ‘‘becoming more 
aware’ of nurses as highly-trained professionals: 
‘We are no longer considered the doctor’s hand- 
maidens. We are professionals in our own right, and 
we're getting more respect.”’ 

Mary hopes to earn a bachelor’s degree ‘‘some- 
day.’ For now, she is busy enough raising three 
daughters (who range from three and a-half to 14 
years old), with time left for tennis, gardening, and 
reading. ‘‘My days and nights are filled.”

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Cautious Approval For 
Global Nuclear Freeze 


Although they felt a bit uncomfortable 
with a proposed resolution calling for global 
nuclear disarmament, the selectmen Mon- 
day night voted unanimously to approve 
their own version of that resolution. 

A small group of townspeople appeared 
before the board at Town Hall, asking for 
their support of a resolution to put a ‘‘global 
freeze’’ on nuclear arms. 

Thomas Meyers of Rennie Drive ex- 
plained that the United Nations will hold a 
second special session on nuclear disarma- 
ment on June 12 (the first special session 
will be June 7), when a national rally will be 
held in New York City in support of nuclear 
disarmament. 

Meyers read a proposed resolution calling 
for a “global freeze’’ on nuclear arms, 
saying that several Massachusetts commu- 
nities — including Boston and Cambridge —- 
had voted to support that resolution. 

The fight for nuclear disarmament is an 
example of a national issue that can begin 
at the local level, he said: ‘It’s very impor- 
tant to begin this at the grassroots level.”’

man’s meeting was ‘‘not the proper forum”’ 
for seeking Andover’s support of nuclear 
disarmament.

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Band Room Becomes TV Studio 


By John P. Sawyer 

What was once the high school band room will 
soon become a television studio, and Andover stu- 
dents themselves will be working the air waves 
with educational programming for the school sys- 
tem and the town. 

It’s all part of Andover’s licensing agreement 
with Rollins Cablevision — an agreement in its last 
negotiating stages before final approval is sought. 

When Andover is hooked up to cable T.V., the 
schoo! system will also be hooked up with one and 
possibly more channels for school and community 
use in the educational forum. 

‘This is something we could never do with our 
own school committee money,”’ says Annetta Free- 
dman, school media program advisor, noting the 
funds that would be necessary if the school system 
were to finance such a project. ‘‘There’s so many 
ways we will be able to use it. We forsee lots of 
exciting things happening.”’ 

High school students and teachers will be taught 
during school or after school hours how to use 
television equipment, and each school in town will 
be tied into the system so that broadcasts may be 
originated from any site, and all will have access to 
the programming 

Students will eventually broadcast live their own 
production features or tape them for evening view- 
ing by parents. Term reports and classroom activ- 
ities could be taped on television. 

‘People will be able to see a lot more of what's 
going on in the schools,”’ says Mrs. Freedman. 

School committee meetings could be broadcast, 
with students helping out. Athletic events, or guest 
speakers in the schools, could be shown live or on 
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tape. The equipment could be used for inservice 
training for teachers. 

‘These are just examples of what could happen,”’ 
Mrs. Freedman explains. 

Once students and teachers learn the equipment, 
whole classes may be able to utilize the facili- 
ty.English classes, for example, could write and 
produce a play.Communications classes could ben- 
efit from the opportunity. The fine arts and drama 
programs could be tied closely into the program- 
ming. 

Eventually, courses in televison could be formu- 
lated for those interested in pursuing the field 
further. 

Rollins Cablevision will furnish the high school 
studio, equip it with $80-$100,000 worth of cameras, 
cable, monitors, editing VTR’s, speakers, ampli- 
fiers, headsets and other equipment, at no cost to 
the town, since it is part of the Andover licensing 
agreement. 

Rollins will pay for its proportional share of all 
necessary utilities, including heat and electricity, 
and will be*responsible for maintainence and up- 
keep of the studio.

West School Principal John A. Coyle said 
any ‘‘put-down”’ on parents with children in 
the traditional program has not been instru- 
mented by school staff or administration in 
Andover. 

Joseph Howard, an Andover parent, 
claimed the school committee's action to 
continue traditional teaching next year just 
puts the program on “probation for a 
year.’ He said the Elementary School Re- 
port provides no basis for coming up with 
learning alternatives, no reason for phasing 
out or closing down the traditional pro- 
gram, and he said the image of the pro- 
gram, which he said is academically sound, 
has been damaged. 

‘What I’m hearing is a battle,” 
resident Stephen Flashenberg. 

The school administration’s report does 
show no significant difference in pupil- 

teacher ratios throughout the elementary 
system if the traditional program were 
phased out or shut down next year. 

Phasing out or eliminating the program 
and returning the pupils to their meighbor- 
hood schools would impact this way, 
according to the words of the report 

¢ The traditional alternative would not be 


noted 


School Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal recognized the ‘‘strong arguments’’ 
either way, but he and a majority of the 
committee Tuesday night voted down a 
motion to continue Richard McGrail in his 
capacity as school building project coordi- 
nator 

Schoolmen Robert Smith and Susan 
Poore joined Neal to defeat the motion 
Michael Giammusso and Donald Robb 
voted to keep McGrail on the job 

The new Doherty Junior High could be 
ready to open this fall 

Yet School Building Committee Chair- 
man Kenneth Gropper, who said McGrail 
has saved the town much money over the 
last two years, listed the following reasons 
why the project coordinator’s position 


should be continued 

¢ Help will be needed to provide inservice 
training in the implementation of new 
school programs; 

¢ Someone will have to coordinate the 
millions of dollars of new equipment com- 
ing into the school system; 


possible; 

¢ It would not be possible in most schools 
to have a child spend the entire day with 
one teacher in one c'assroom; 

¢ Closed teaching spaces would not be 
available at the Bancroft School; 

¢ In some schoois there would be a lim- 
ited number of grouping possibilities that 
address specific learning styles, such as the 
need for structure or independent learning; 

¢ Instructional materials would be com- 
posed of basic instructional components as 
they exist in the contemporary program; 

¢ Multi-age grouping or combination 
grades would exist in some schools. 

The report also lists the following 
strengths in the present elementary school 
organization and staffing patterns: 

ASSESSING needs of students and plac- 
ing them in groups that meet their needs; 

ATTENDING to the growth and devel- 
opment of children, particularly in the pri- 
mary grade level; 

PROVIDING for individualized instruc- 
tion; challenge and growth to the more able 
student; support for the slower achiever; 

PROVIDING for the wide range of tal- 
ents and interests that help children grow 
as well-rounded individuals; 

ENHANCINGstudent opportunities for 
responsibility, initiative and self-direction 

The following areas, says the report, need 
to be strengthened 

GREATER involvment of students in 
planning, developing and evaluating their 
own experience 

ACTIVE participation by parents ‘n the 
planning and evaiuation of programs; 

MORE attention to addressing student 
learning styles, which has been a particular 
problem in classes with students numbering 
in the high twenties.

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Editorial Comment 
Unfortunate Objections 


A group of West Andover residents have caused 
some ill-feeling to surface due to their objections 
to the possibility of a playground being instituted 
in the area. 

Fears were expressed about the creation of a 
play area on town-owned land, once planned as a 
school site, as proposed in exploratory conversa- 
tion with the Department of Community Serv- 
ices. 

The objections were put forth in an unsigned 
letter to the town manager, two selectmen, the 
DCS and this newspaper and contained some 
rather unfortunate commentary about the high 
classification in which some of these residents 
feel they have established residence. 

The comments were published in last week’s 
TOWNSMAN, only because the issue became 
newsworthy due to the status of the playground 
request. 

Several weeks ago some West Andover resi- 
dents approached officials in the community 
services department asking for consideration of 
placing some swings, seesaws, slides on the town- 
owned land for summmer recreation for young- 
sters in the neighborhood. 

There was no commitment on the part of DCS, 
just an indication that the request would be exam- 
ined. While there was no favorable indication 
given, DCS was aware that there are no recre- 
ational facilities of a similar nature in this rap- 
idly-growing area of town. 

This action was apparently made known in the 
neighborhood and the objections began to arise, 
, with the result that a resident called the TOWNS- 
MAN office requesting an opportunity to have an 
unsigned letter published. 

Since it is the policy of the paper to use only 
letters which are signed, that request was reject- 
ed. 

Then the letter, still unsigned, was sent a week 
later to the various town officials and the newspa- 
per. We felt a responsibility to look into the 
matter and did so, with the apparent indication 
that due to the opposition, or at least feelings 
about a playground in the area, DCS will proceed 
no further with planning. 

What is disturbing about all this, is that the 
neighborhood remains in a state of disturbance 
over a matter which could well have been solved 
before it got to this point. 

A little neighborhood meeting to discuss the 
matter would have avoided making a mountain 
out of a molehill and creating the ill-feeling into 
which the matter has evolved. 

Those who proposed the playground in the first 
place probably did so innocently enough, attempt- 
ing to obtain some recreational facilities for the 
youngsters in the area for the summer. 

Those opposed didn’t want to talk about it 
openly, apparently. 

Nice people in nice homes in nice neighbor- 
hoods, should be able to communicate nicely 
about such matters. 

Just as the nice people in the nice section of the 
center of Andover accepted their fate with 
aplomb when they lost their playground due to the 
Doherty School construction.

No, a group of ‘‘nameless”’ opinions about a 
children’s playground including wings, slides and a 
baseball field where West Andover youngsters 
might be able to enjoy activities on a town-super- 
vised playground, just as their friends do in other 
parts of town. 

Are the bulldozers primed to begin moving the 
earth, the chainsaws ready to cut away the moth- 
infested trees, the workers hired to begin their 
tasks? NO, NO, NO! 

Has the site been picked, the architect, selected, 
the landscaper chosen?

The facts of the situation are simple. A group of 
concerned West Andover parents were seeking in- 
formation concerning a multiacre site of land, 
which was designated as a school zone until recent- 
ly, to determine if a children’s playground like 
those in other parts of town could be built.

It was stated over a month ago to the two worried 
neighbors that the Cross Street site would not be 
pursued due to their concerns. That has not 
changed. 

It would be welcomed if other concerned parents 
in Andover would voice cheir opinion to the TOWNS- 
MAN concerning a small playground in West And- 
over. The ‘‘nameless’’ need not bother to write as 
‘‘nameless’’ articles cannot be published although 
one may ask why the TOWNSMAN chose to make a 
‘nameless”’ letter into a front page story 

What we desire is open discussion, not vitriolic 
banter concerning an issue of importance to our- 
selves and our children. If the people of West 
Andover don’t want a playground, there will be no 
playground. If they desire one, let us,work together 
openly to find a site suitable to all, Let us not breed 
hate and fear by writing anonymous letters. Let us 
breed a spirit of friendship and cooperation by 
talking and working together openly. *

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Mr. Drozdick’s letter (5720/82 TOWNSMAN) 
raises several points which I know to be of concern 
to the Planning Board and staff of this department. 

The letter describes concerns relating to the 
proposal for Turner Farm development and does so 
in a less than fully informed or responsible fashion. 
The concerns are themselves legitimate, but much 
of the resulting letter, in my opinion, is not. It 
exaggerates conditions at the Turner site (which 
are problematic, not hopeless for development) and 
the role of the Planning Board in plan review 
(which suggests the board has considerably more 
latitude than, in fact, it has). 

Definitive development plans, approved by the 
Board of Health, must be approved by the Planning 
Board if such plans comply with Planning Board 
Rules and Regulations. That is state law. What we 
need and what people as concerned as Mr. Drozdick 
should expect, is a thorough review and updating of 
Planning Board and Board of Health regulations. 
There are some obvious, and I’m sure, some imag- 
ined regulatory shortcomings 

I would like to encourage people like Mr. Droz- 
dick, concerned about the town’s development con- 
trols, growth policies, etc. to commit themselves 
beyond letters to the editor, beyond concern for a 
single subdivision to the kind of citizenship which 
will see the town through an update to its Compre- 
hensive Plan. We need good candidates to town 
boards and commissions and responsible discussion 
of development issues, just as we need a responsi- 
ble approach to land development itself. Land is a 
commodity as well as a natural resource (in the 
eyes of the law). The rights of the public and 
landowners must be reassessed in the context of 
that update.

Gravallese said the developer made those 
changes in response to concerns raised by 
the planners and abutters, and the drainage 
plans now satisfy Community Development 
and Planning staff, including the Board of 
Health and the Public Works department. 

The newest changes required by the town, 
and agreed to by the developer as condi- 
tions for approval of the definitive plans, 
include a 30-inch culvert next to an existing 
30-inch culvert under Sunset Rock Road; 
and an overflow device on property belong- 
ing to the Thompson family at 65 Sunset 
Rock Road. 


Both are meant to accomodate increased ° 


water flow that may come from the new 
“Turner Farm Estates’’. 


The development will include a combina- 
tion of 13 clustered lots and eight conventio- 
nal lots, along with four acres of permanent 
green space to be deeded to the town. The 
original owner of the farm property, Har- 


a cul-de-sac. The plans were drawn by engi- 
neer Paul Turbide of Port Engineering, 
Newport. 

The planners unanimously granted two 
more approvals with minimum discussion 
Tuesday night: a special permit to build a 
cluster development on the ‘‘tea lots’’, and 
another one at the Far Corners II devel- 
opment off Bailey Road. 

Last week, the planners approved prelim- 
inary plans for a 30-lot development on the 
tea lots, off Woburn Street and Ballardvale 
Road. Developer Arthur Kalogianis of 
T.D.J. Development will develop the 22.9- 
acre site, instead of building 69 homes on 
Pole Hill off Tewksbury Street. (He will 
build 14 homes on the hill instead). 

Gravallese said the site was ‘‘entirely 
appropriate’ for a cluster development. 
And its seven acres of permanent open 
space will be better suited for recreational 
use than most open space in cluster devel- 
opments around town, he noted. 

The planners approved preliminary plans 
for Far Corners II, a 50-acre site, two 
weeks ago. To be built by developer Wil- 
liam Konstantinakos of Andover, the subdi- 
vision will include four cul-de-sacs and 18 
acres of open space, next to the existing 
Far Corners subdivision.

Justin’s restaurant at 18 Park St. has won 
the town’s approval to add seating for 20 on 
an outside patio during the summer 
months. 

The selectmen approved the extension of 
the restaurant’s liquor license this week 
with the warning that owner Brian Jaymes 
must keep a careful watch on noise and 
drinking on the outdoors patio. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony pointed 
out that the downtown restaurant is located 
in ‘‘a quiet area’’ where loud music and 
crowd noises would not be appreciated late 
at night. 

Jaymes replied that he is ‘extremely 
aware of the situation, and aware of the 
responsibilities of this. But if it’s done the 
right way, I believe it can add to the street 
and add to the town.”’ 

No one spoke against the patio addition 
during a public hearing at Town Hall Mon- 
day night.
